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Lé A qeneral strike for Austria is planned to begin about mid-Septenber 1943 
in the Upper Styrian heavy industry area; the strike is to center in parti- 
cular on Kapfenberr and Donawitz. The Comrmnist strategy is to start with 
demonstrations by women workers against high food prices. As soon ao the 
Goverment puts a stop to the women's denonstrations, the nen will intervene, 
ostensibly to defend their wonen, and start a strike which will spread through 
Austria, The Communists hope that many Styrian workers will be von over by 
the Communist demand for a 25% wage boost,
